The exact cause of Mr. Aglar’s death has 
not been made public. His brother-in-law. 
W. A. Cook, the only member of his fam- 
ily at present in St. Louls, says it was due 
to gastritis. 

Drs. Frank R. Fry and N. B. Carson, | 
who attended Mr. Aglar, declined Tuesday 
to make any announcement on the sub- 
ject. Dr. Carson stated that he could not 
discuss the matter as Dr. Fry was the 
attending physician. _Dr. Fry said that he 
did not gare to state what the cause of 


Mr. Aglar’s death was until later. 

Mr. Agiar, who was generai manager of 
the Interchangeable Brake Beam Co., with 
offices in the Commercial building, was 
taken ill while calling Saturday mght at 
the residence of his friend, John N. Drum- 
mond, Jr., 230 North Newstead avenue. 

Mr. Drummond summoned Dr. Fry, who 
took Mr. Agiar home in a carriage. Sunday 
Dr. Carson was called in for consultation, 
but the patient sank rapidly and passed 
away at 4 o'clock Monday afternoon.

NEW-PLAN- OF GIVING FREE ICE 


Stations Operated During the Very Hot 
Weather Abandoned—Ice Now 
Taken to Homes of Very 
Needy Families and 
to the Sick. 


Owing to the cool weather of the past ten 
days, the managers of the various missions 
and charities, who have been handling the 
Post-Dispatch Free Ice, decided that a 
more effective and economiéal plan of dis- 
tributing free ice might be established. 
The distribution of free ice from wagons 
has been discontinued altogether, and no ice 
is generally distributed from any of the 
stations save that conducted by the Salva- 
tion Army. 

The other free ice stations have adopted a 
system of distributing ice to sick and aged 
persons and to very needy families in 


which ice is necessary. The ice is taken to 
their homes, and, while no worthy case 
within the influence of any mission or 
charity is neglected, there is no waste. 

This system is proving very effective. But 
should exceptionally hot weather come at 
any time, and the demand for ice be thus 
increased, the scheme for distributing free 
ice will be resumed at once, as it was car- 
ried on during the very hot weather.

outside of the Old Water Tower in North 
St. Louis, 157 feet abov@ethe ground, and 
rescue a cat from the perilous ledge, W feet 


from the top. 

Thirty feet below the top of the tower 
and 127 feet from the grass plot around the 
foot of it was tabby Tommy, pet of the 
patrons of Edward Sitterle's barber shop 
at 1924 East Grand avenue and of all the 
little girls in the neighborhood of the shop 

For thre horrible days had Tommy 
maintain his impregnable position near 
the beetling summit of this Spion Kop 
which no.man dared attempt to ascend, ex- 
cept by a spiral stair that runs around 
the giant water pipe on the inside of the 
stone pillar. 

From Friday mornin until Monday 
afternoon at 1 o'clock the cat came not 
back. He was alone on his dizzy altitude 
exalted, yet unenvied. 

Tommy had committed the human-like 
indiscretion of doing a thing which he 
could not undo. He. had scampered up the 
interior steps after a swallow that entered 
the open door when Watchman Henry Uhl- 
meyer was looking the other way. The b.rd 
beat Tommy to the top, but the cat soon 
gained the summit and crawled out 
through an opening in the filigree work of 
giant leaves, molded in iron, which forms 
the capitol of the tower. 

e swallow flew away, singing, as the 
Tommy concluded that he 
would: climb dowm:-the outside of the tower. 
He clutched atthe scallops of the great 
leaves and managed. by going on the in- 
side of .the iron work here and there at 
emall openings, to get down as far as the 
top of the tower proper. a rim of stone- 
work which protrudes at the very top of 
the circular masonry perhaps two feet be- 
yond the wall all around. 

Here Tommy halted. He could look down 
and see. but a few doors away—though 
ever’so far down—his tonsorial: parlor and 
his old friends, the customers, going in 
and out.

Painter Buckstun celebrated Labor Day 
by making preparations to rescue Tommy 
These were simple, though great care was 
exercised. With three men and a rope he 
accomplished the feat. The men who as- 
sistec him are Julius A. Beinke, George 
Paul and Robert Fritz, all of 1914 East 
Grand avenue, and personal friends of 
Tommy. 

A l-inch rope and a basket were pro- 
cured and the four men ascended to. the 
summit, climbing the 225 steps around the 
big standpipe. After a breathing spell, they 
were ready for action. The cat had been 
geen last on the south side of th@ tower, 
facing Twentieth street. 

The men ran the rope around the iron 
railing of the top platform, made a slip 
noose, which was put around Blackstun’'s 
body under the armpits, and all was ready. 

The coolest man on the tower, or among 
the 600 in the throng of men, women and 
children looking on from below, was James 
Blackstun. 

His three assistants were pale and trem- 
bling. Blackstun was firm and smiling. He 
encouraged the others.

The first stake in the construction of Get 
World’s Fair was driven at 12 o'clock noon 
Tuesday by William H. Thompson, chair- 
man of the Grounds and Building Commit- 
tee. 

Two thousand persons, including many 
women, witnessed the impressive ceremo- 
niles attending the event.

And on the second leg, herein the breeze 
faded to a zephyr so light that the yachts 
were unable to cover the course within 
the international time limit: Constitution 
was able to gain but 25 seconds in drifting 
10 miles with the wind abeam. 

In view of the fact that In her earlier 
races Constitution invariably won In such 
weather, and won bv margins that were 
justly called wonderful, today’s work of 
the defender conclusivel confirms § the 
Statement previously made that she has 
been steadi y turned down instead of up.
